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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tine fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 31 
January 2008 has been entered.

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 67-71 and 78-82 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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With regard to claim 67, in addition to the remarks stated by Applicant on 
31 January 2008 with respect to Chan failing to teach a value in a register 
indicating four modes, Chan fails to teach the write operation set forth by 
Applicant when the mode register indicates a fourth mode. Base claim 78 is 
allowable for containing similar limitations as presently recited in claim 67.
